on tbe Lake Shore railroad from tbe west, 
due in Buffalo at 9 10 p m , end running 
very fast to make up lost time, broke in two 
near Humburg about 8 % o'clock Thursday 
night

ing of engine, tender, smoker, and two day 
coaches, w as stopped, and the rear portion 
crashed into it, killing seven persons, among 
whom were iha following

The w recked train, drawn by the regular 


engine, but minus the shattered sleeping-car 
Salma, and tho wrecked coach, started from 
the scene of the crash at about 2 40 o'clock 
In tbe morning, and arrned atthedntral 
dapot at about 3 30 Tho sleeper Auburn 
was filled with injured passengers, and con-

Flnt to Discover the Accident. 


T. H. Brown, of New York, who was on 


tbe first port on of the tram, says that a 
baggag checker, standing on the rear plat- 
form, was lao f r»t to discover that the 
sleepers had broken loosa. 
He informed 


the conductor who signalled the engineer to 
stop, end the front of the train caine to a 
stand stul 
The conductor tb»n saw tho 


sleepers coming down the grade at a ter- 
rific rate of speed and shouted to the engm 
ter to go ahead, tut it was too late and • 
second later the crash came. This sudden 
stoppage of the front part of the train with- 
out ascertamin: the position of the de- 
tached c-irs was what caused the collision.

E, N J , March 7 —The entire 


family of Samuel Holly narrowly escaped 
death from aspbyx ation. A farm hand dis- 
covered them Iving unconscious in their beds 
while the bouse was full of gas. The furnace 
was found full of charcoal, while the chim- 
ney connections were shut off aud the regis- 
ter flue* open.
